Mid-March’s ho wling no rth winds 
that carried blinding sno w sto rms fro m 
Kansas City to New Yo rk may have made 
so me fo lks sigh fo r Summer, but no t the 
o wners o f sugar bush. 
Freezing nights and warmer days make 
the sap run in the maple trees. 
W a r m 
weather, with co ld nights, fills the p a i 1 s 
that hang o n hard maple trees this t i m e 
o f year. Until this year’s untimely sto rm, 
there had been to o much sunshine, 
t o o 
many dry days. The maples were no t giv- 
ing up their juice. It was go ing to be

bad maple sirup year. Perhaps Winter re­ 
turned in the nick o f time.

Acco rding 
to statistics, ho wever, in a nine - y e a r 
perio d co vered by a survey 38.700 farmers 
were killed while at wo rk. 133.200 f a r m 
residents met vio lent deaths, and 10.125,- 
000 no n-tatal farm-ho me acci de n t s o c­ 
curred. 
The farmer uses dangero us machin e r y 
o f great po tential po wer, and is o ften un­ 
familiar with its intricacies. Unlike 
t h e 
facto ry o wner, he is no t required by 1 a w 
to ado pt safety devices, an$i o ften 
disre­ 
gards the mo st co mmo n rules o f safety. As 
a result, arms are chewed o ff by c o r n- 
pickers, legs are lo st in co llisio ns w i t h 
reapers, and carelessness causes 
f a l l s 
fro m trees, sheds, haylo fts and barn ro o fs, 
insurance men say t h a t a f a r m e r ’s 
chances o f being killed o r injured while at 
wo rk are much greater than tho se in anv 
o ther line o f wo rk. 
Farmers are very impo rtant p e o p l e , 
witho ut who m the wo rld wo uld starve. It 
beho o ves them, therefo re, to read and fo l­ 
lo w’ the directio ns which co me with their 
po werful machinery, and to watch t h e i r 
steps o n high places. 


Before 1932, the United States was po pu 
lated by Americans with a few a l i e n s 
here and there.

A n d 
each mino rity suppo rts heavily-f i n a need 
mino rity leaders who no t o nly go a b o u t 
arranging ho w' the mino rity is to vo te o n 
Electio n Day but o ften arranging s o m e- 
thing go o d fo r themselves. It has beco me 
business. 
The Natio nal Educatio nal Asso cia t i o n 
Jo urnal published “ Pro mising Pract i c es 
in Intergro up Educatio n,’’ which they ap­ 
parently received fro m the Natio nal Co n- ! 
ference o f Christians and Jews and which 
was develo ped by Leo Shapiro , o f the Anti- 
Defamatio n League, a n d B e n j a m i n 
Go ldenberg, o f the Bureau fo r Intercultur- 
al Educatio n.

Respo nsible Facto r 


In certain cases, the use o f alco ­ 
ho lic beverages may be a respo nsible

They frequently o ccur in asso cia- 
tio n with such diseases as the co m­ 
mo n co ld, pneumo nia, malaria, and 
meningitis. 
It has been fo und that o ne X-ray 
trea’ment will tend to prevent the 
recurrence o f this co nditio n in many 
instances. In many cases, further at­ 
tacks are prevented by vaccinatio n 
against small-po x every two o r 
three weeks fo r a few mo nths.

Before 1932, the United States was popu­ 
lated by Americans with a few a l i e n s 
here and there.

How these minoritise came into 
existence after 1932 would make an inter­ 
esting study in political machinations, for 
it was definitely done to get votes. In fact, 
Mr. Roosevelt kept an anonymous secre­ 
tary in the White Hqjuse, David Niles, once 
surnamed Neyhus, for that specific p u r ­ 
pose. 
It used to be that every person native to 
this country, whatever his parentage, re­ 
garded himself as having undivided loyal­ 
ty and allegiance, namely, to a minority. 
And as a member of a minorit}% he is ex­ 
pected to vote as his minority votes. A n d 
each minority supports heavily-f i n a need 
minority leaders who not only go a b o u t 
arranging how the minority is to vote 
on 
Election Day but often arranging s o m e- 
thing good for themselves. It has become 
a business. 
The National Educational Associa t i o n 
Journal published “Promising Pract i c es 
in Intergroup Education,” which they ap - 1 
parently received from the National Con­ 
ference of Christians and Jew s and which i 
was developed by Leo Shapiro, of the Anti- 
Defamation League, a n d B e n j a m i n 
Goldenberg, of the Bureau for Intercultur­ 
al Education.
